Last Saturday a large earthquake, 
struck Japan and ruined millions otj 
dollars worth of property

stroyed over 200,000 human lives 
The shock lasted for six minutes but 
tremblings of the earth were record 
ed lasting for over two hours. The

buildings and caused untold suffer 
ing by 'fires everywhere. Over 1000 
Americans are living and have busi 
ness interests in Japan.

Sour docks and burdocks are among | 


our most troublesome weeds, and very 
hard to eradicate after once they have 
gotten a foothold. A stitch in time 
certainly saves nine with these two 
weeds, but it Is important that this 


- stitch be a good one. The one best 
'implement with which to cut these 
; weeds is a good sharp spade. They 
•must be cut well below the sprouting 


i line on the roots or they are up again 
,with the next few days. 


While the corn is still small you 


should spade out all those in the corn- 
field. Those along the fences must be 
cut before they go to seed, else the 
soil will again become Infested with 
jthem and they will be perpetuated. 
iThese docks being cut now could much 
'more easily have been destroyed sea- 
ison before last while still in the seed 
'flower. 


Squash Bugs Difficult 


Insects to Eradicate 


The squash bugs "are one of tha 


hardest insects to combat. The best- 
known remedy is to keep all dead 
leaves and other trash removed from \ 
underneath the plant. Apply a ring' 
of lime around the stem of the plant [ 
just so it does not come in contact 
with the stem. In the evening lay a 
board down underneath the plant and 
the bugs will accumulate underneath 
this board and when you remove it In 
morning many adult bugs may be 
destroyed by mashing them. It cer- 
tainly pays to begin combating the 
squash bugs early because If they 
have gotten a good start It is prao' 
tlcally impossible to eradicate thsm. \ 


Prevent Tomato Blight 


by Changing Location 


Tomatoes should not occupy the 


same ground two seasons In succes- 
sion. Disregard of this precaution is 
likely to promote blight among the 
vluei. If this pest appears It 'Is best 
to destroy the vine and spray the re- 
mainder with bordeaux mixture.

The bill further asked that the court 
make an order surcharging the county 
officials with all money which has been

$400.000 In excess of the money used 
for the same purposes during ttie pre- 
vious administration.

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Corn Is Probably Best 


Single Fattening Food 


Any rations compounded of such fat- 


tening foods as corn, oats, buckwheat, 
barley and wheat will give good results 
in poultry fattening. Com Is probably 
the best single fattening food, but 
gives better results when combined 
with other grains. Under farm condi- 
tions the simple rations will usually 
give the most satisfactory results, as 
they are easily mixed and handled. 


Since the finishing ration is essen- 


tially a fattening ration, fattening 
foods should be supplied. 
Oornmeal 


and milk or beef scraps are usually 
used as their base. A ration composed 
of six parts cornmeal, one part beef 
scrap and four psirts middlings is very 
satisfactory for fattening. By its use 
about one and one-half pounds have 
been added to roasters in two weeks. 


In range fattening the ration is large- 


ly jrrain. Usually corn is used, not be- 
cause of better <oiins secured, but be- 
cause it i5; incomenient to feed a wet 
niat,h to birds hiuing the liberty of the 
barn. Fattening rations >hould be fed 
\vet, preferably i loistened with sour 
milk, since milk gives excellent re- 
sults. 
The ground feeds should be 


used as far as possible. Experiments 
show that they are superior to gains 
produced to whole grains. 


In the case of pen feeding, corn 


moistened with water or sour milk is 
often used to supplement the ration. 


Home-Grown Feeds Best 


for Production of Eggs 


Commercial chicken feeds to stimu- 


late egg production are not used by 
the majority of the leading poultry- 
men of Iowa. That fact was brought 
out in the recent survey made by the 
poultry extension men of Iowa state 
college. 


A questionnaire was sent out to the 


leading poultrymen <yi the state and 
57 reports were received. Of these 57, 
there were 34 who had never used 
commercial feeds for stimulating egg 
production. Of the 23 who had used 
•commercial feeds, 11 stated that they 
..believed the feeds were valuable and 
the other 12 stated that the feeds were 
not beneficial. 


The Iowa poultry department at 


Ames recommends the following: 


Scratch feed: 2 parts corn, 1 part 


of wheat and 1 of oats. 


Dry mash: 1 part ground corn, 2 


parts ground oats, 3 part gluten, % 
tankage. 
Sour milk or buttermilk 


could take the place of tankage. 


Green feeds, as cabbage, sprouted 


oats, steamed, alfalfa hay are bene- 
ficial. Fresh, clean water is essential. 
Gravel or crushed stone are necessary 
for grit. Oyster shell supplies the hen 
with material needed to form egg 
shells. 


Many Young Chicks Die 


Every Year From Gapes 


Many thousand young chicks die 


every year from gapes. The disease 
Is caused by a parasitic worm which 
attaches itself to the walls of the wind- 
pipe. This worm is sometimes called 
the forked worm by reason of the fact 
that the male and female are so firm- 
ly united that at first glance they have 
the appearance of one worm with two 
beads. The worms suck blood from 
the mucous membrane, thus weakening 
the chick. They also clog the windpipe, 
which interferes with breathing. 


The first symptoms of the disease 


are coughing and sneezing. Soon the 
chicks begin to gape, plainly showing 
that they are unable to get sufficient 
air. Gapes spread rapidly. The female 
in the windpipe develops a large num- 
ber of eggs, which are coughed up by 
the chick, or else are swallowed, pass- 
ing through the intestines and being 
voided wilh the droppings. In its ef- 
forts to rid itsell of the obstruction in 
its windpipe, (he chif-k often coughs up 
live worms.

A recommen- 
dation will be presented to the asso- 
ciation that its members unite in an 
effort to meet the challenge of radi- 
cal propaganda 
In this country- 


Washington is interested in this pro- 


posal to secure the support of the 
American Bar association and the help 
of its members to check Red activities 
In the United States. Washington is 
Interested, not only for the sake of the 
safety of the country, but because this 
contemplated action by a representa- 
tive body of nonofficlal Americans may 
do something ~to Induce the average 
American citizen to believe that writers 
and others who have called attention 
to the Red activities are not mere 
alarmists. 


If It is permitted it might be said 


that the writer of this has been ac- 
cused time and again of being one of 
the chiefs of these "alarmists." 
The 


truth is, if it may be put modestly, he 
has known what he has been writing 
about. He has watched the activities 
In this town of the members of seem- 
ingly innocuous organizations which 
spread dangerous propaganda under 
the camouflage of peace and disarma- 
ment efforts or of something else which 
sounds right and looks right, but 
which under the surface is all wrong. 
The effort in a,large part, instead of 
having to do with peace or with beati- 
tudes of any kind, has to do with the 
undermining of the liberties of the 
American people. 


Vicious Aims Camouflaged. 


Members of the American Legion, 


who are more deeply concerned than 
most other people, perhaps, lest war 
should come again, know that many of 
the so-called peace societies and "no 
more war" societies are by their efforts 
bringing this country into a condition 
where domestic war and perhaps do- 
mestic destruction will result. 


Officials in Washington, yes, and 


newspaper men, know that the man or 
woman who "looks peace" and who 
speaks peace is not always a true 
apostle of peace. This city is full of 
placid looking persons whose self-ex- 
pressed high endeavor it is to bring 
peace into the world for all time, and 
yet it is they, as the students in the 
case know, who are the ones most like- 
ly to bring war, strife, riots, arson and 
some other things which are not alto- 
gether pleasant for good Americans to 
contemplate. 


The report of the committee on 


American citizenship of the American 
Bar association refers to un-American 
propaganda, attacks on the Constitu- 
r;on, prejudice against courts in every 
rornmunity and the gross indifference 
of the people to the duties of citizen- 
ship. Then It goes on to say : 


"Dangerous 
elements are actually 


moving toward a revolution In Ameri- 
;a, both openly and secretly. During 
the past year conditions have not 
abated but, if anything, have grown 
more dangerous and threatening." 


The Department of Justice of the 


United States government knows all 
these things, but it cannot speak untH. 
it is ready to act 
It does act oc- 


casionally, but only when It has posi- 
tive proof of a violation of the law 
which goes beyond a subtle sugges- 
tion that the United States should 
be blown up and a communistic gov- 
ernment established in its former 
place. 


Under Cover of a Free Press. 


There are hundreds of newspapers 


and periodicals in the United States 
that are recognized in Washington aa 
being dangerous to the well-being of 
the country. Free speech and a free 
press Is an American cry that Ameri- 
cans believe in. 
Therefore it is the 


hardest thing in the world to get at 
the writers and the printers of things 
seditious, things intended to overthrow 
our institutions, because they keep 
within the law so far as outward ap- 
pearances are concerned, but word 
their material in such a way that the 
inferences which they wish to be 
drawn can be so drawn. 


The spirit of the stuff is deadly, but 


the letter of It is such that these men 
and women are allowed to go on writ- 
ing undisturbed of the law. 


There are loose in the United States, 


writing, preaching and talking men 
who during the war were active in 
their efforts to prevent the United 
States from winning a victory. Today 
in the United States there are men 
preaching the gospel of Christ, who 
served terms in prison for trying to 
undo their country In time of war.
